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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-58 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a system for managing a primary bit stream 
and an additional bit stream comprising: multiplexing bits of the additional bit stream with yB 
code-word of the xB/yB encoded bit stream; and demultiplexing bits of the additional bit stream 
from y-bit (yB) code-words of an x-bit/y-bit (xB/yB) encoded bit stream as called for in claims 
1, 16, 41, 30, 36 and 53. Therefore, claims 1-58 are presently allowed.
